collee and sugar markets without a- 
maierial change in prices. 

Oil speculation is a shade stronger 
ami proving ateudy. lieports from other 
cities this week correspond fairly with 
clen rings outside Now York, which show 
an increase over lost year of about four 
per cent, in the aggregate, but .an in'! . 
cre.ise in two-thirda of the cities. 

Trade in dry goods and other mer- 
chandise ia quiet after tbe exceptional- 
activity of Auguat. For thia year thus " 
far the trade exceeds last year. 

.Southern reports also are all encour- 
aging as to crop )ii ospecls and present 
trade; and it may be added there is no- 
where any stringency in money, the 
supply being ample for legitimate 
ineana. At New York it has been 
liiglier,.but the demand ior loaiM on ' 
collateral ia amply supplied.

An intorcstlng dramntio relic has jiiai 
boon sent to tho British Museum on a loan 
b.v tlio University of Utrecht, says the IjOH- 
(loii TiiiK.'s. It is a roiircsentntiou iiiul 
description of the H\v:in Theater In Soulh- 
wiu-k, in 15(1*). Tlio picture wus discovorod 
in a iimiuiscript work in tlie Utrecht library. 
Tli(! author was one Vun liiiciiell, who liUeil 
tliis I'nninioiipliico book witli notes on vari- 
ous Kiihjocts. Anioiip ntliera is tlie picture 
oflbo iSwnu, witli lettrr-press on the op 
{xi.uilo piif^e. Tlio foriuri' is described iis 
tlriuvn ex observatio iiihiis Iiondoiieiisibiui 
Johannes Do AVitt, and a iioint of doubt in 
connection with it is whellier tlio picture 
was aciually copied from one drawn by Do 
Wilt, or whether it, was drawn by Van 
Huchell from oral descriptions by Do Witt. 
The Ir.tter was a Dutch sidiohir and pnib- 
endnry of tlio sixteeiitli century, wlio 
traveled widely in forei;,'u countries fprnlm 
bly because ho was u Roman Catliolic, fur 
H'lioni Uollaiul would not bo coiul'urtabli 
just then), and noted what ho saw. The 
theater is repi-Ortenlcd as conlaininj; three 
grallones, one aliove tlio oilier, witii a tiled 
roof abovo the ton on<!, but open tii the sUy 
In the center. The slaf,'o is supporledoii 
wooden posts, painted like marble, " sc 
that," remarks De Witt, " it mi(,'ht docuivi 
tlie most sagacious." It is believed to havi' 
been removable, so that the amphilhoatei 
niiKhl bo free wliciievor it was wanted 
for bull or boar bailing. Tho green- 
room is represented as an erection in 
the space behind the slaj^o and aiiparent 
ly open to tlio public view. De Wilt de 
scribed it to \'aii Huchell as built solidly oi 
Hints and poss.'ssm;,' Mccouimodatioii foi 
!i,IK)0 persons. It is posMible that it Uiri^i- 
uunibiT cnulil stanil in the aiiipliilheater lu: 
alovel Willi the siagt!, in no oilier way eai 
we ai'couiit \'nv this aurprisiiiK staleun rit. 
He says llicM-e were four theaters in Lon- 
don which derived their uumea from vari- 
ous si),'ns and (iacli had porformancOB every 
day. The two principal ones wore on tin 
Boulh side of the river and were called the- 
Hose and tho .Swan -Sliakespearo's UlobM 
did not then e.\ist and tlii;r<! were two in 
the north in Hisliiipsi,'iite street. A liflli 
was used for bull and hear baiting-, and ae 
C(udiii<fto Do Witt "ppvsents a most de 
liu'htful spectacle." 'I'hu lie.st, he says, wa^ 
the .Swan, of which he f,'ives a picture, be 
cause of its aecoiuin.idiitinn and its archi- 
tecture, which sei'nied lo him to be a Bur 
vival of the Iviinan a'lipliitheater, and it i? 
because of this luMer circumstance that 
Van Huchell preserved the picture. In the 
play in proi^ress on the stage two ladies are 
in convei-sation, and some one enters to 
them, probably a messentrer; but it is jirob 
able that I his is a fancy scene and comes 
from no Elizahethnn drama. The drawing 
and letter-pre.s we"e bnmglit to lipht by 
Dr. Carl (JiU'ilertz, who lias published with 
Mueller, of Hreaieii, a ' fac-simile of both, 
with a diseussiuii on the subject in a pam- 
phlol oiilitled, "Zur Keiituiss dor Altoii- 
Klisehen Huhne," which is intended as a 
contribution to Shakespearean literature. 
It has been generously lent by tho Utrecht 
University authorities to the British Museum 
for tho inspection of students of the Eliza- 
bethan Taeutor.
